Hit This! 


page 11 in this number of the Tribune 


appears an article reprinted from "Good 


Roads," the publication of the Good Roads As- 
sociation of Wisconsin. 
It is based upon an 


editorial in which the Tribune urged that the 
next continuous project in highway construc- 
tion be an all-weather road between La Crosse 
and Madison. The article sets up certain dif- 
ficulties in the way of this project, and urges 
co-operation of Wisconsin organizations and 
Wisconsin people to overcome them. The rem- 
edy would lie in legislation which might be 
offered in the coming session of the legislature. 


In substance there is a sort of local option 


about road building which makes every con- 
tinuous trunk highway project of the Wisconsin 
Highway Commission subject to the discretion 
of counties along the route. 
Some counties 


build freely, while others are backward. The 
state, under the present law, cannot overcome 
this difficulty. 


Xor is it the fault of the backward coun- 


ties in every case. 
For instance, take state 


highways 12 and 21, forming the trunk from 
Madison to La Crosse. The poorer roads are 
in Juneau and Monroe counties, yet taken on 
the basis of wealth and population, these coun- 
ties are spending proportionately more on road 
building than are Dane and La Crosse counties. 


Highway 15, the great trunk from Green 


Bay to Milwaukee, the completion of which has 
just been celebrated, was made possible by the 
enterprise of counties which bonded themselves 
quite irrespective of their allotments of fed- 
eral and state aid. 


"Good Roads" shows that Milwaukee coun- 


ty has consented to the diversion of its good 
roads allotments through surrounding counties 
in order to bring their roads up to Milwaukee' 
county standard. Here is a practical sugges- 
tion by which counties like Dane and La Crosse 
could encourage road building in other coun- 
ties in the perfection of .whose highways sys- 
tems they are interested. 


Ten or more years ago Wisconsin was a 


backward state in the matter of its roads. In 
seeking a method of promoting road building, 
the legislature took advantage of the self-in- 
terest of communities. 
The township paid a 


portion of the cost. In proportion to what it 
expended, the county and state 
contributed. 


The township officials would take their quota 
of good roads aid, raising the money 
upon 


which it was contingent, rather than to permit 
other townships to take advantage of it. Each 
township wanted its share of highway aid. 
The thing worked. Road building began 
to 


boom. We have made great progress. Road 
building has become a habit. Where few peo- 
ple were for it a few years ago, pretty much 
everybody is for it now. The appeal to selfish 
interest has accomplished its work. But it has 
left us confronted with a new difficulty. There 
must be some way in which trunk highways 
can be put through counties handicapped by a 
financial inability to compete upon even terms 
with neighboring counties. 


This at once raises the old instinct. We do 


not always consider that a boundary is an im- 
aginary line which cannot limit the interest 
and convenience of the individual. We are in- 
clined to think that if it isn't in our county, we 
do not want to help foot the bill. Of course 
the real fact is that the value to the citizen of 
any county of the trunk highways which 
it 


builds depends very, largely upon the continu- 
ance of these trunks beyond their county lines: 
There are 400,000 motor vehicles in Wisconsin. 
A man wouldn't think much of an automobile 
owner that wouldn't run beyond the boundary 
of his county, yet his automobile is valuable 
beyond the boundary of his county only to the 
extent to which highways extend beyond the 
boundaries of his county. 


Every car owner has seen the evidence of 


the value of continuous all-weather trunk high- 
ways. 
Passenger traffic is leaving the rail- 


road <= 
There are thousands of cars for every 


passenger train. Out of Madison alone 
ten 


large bus lines are operating, plying between 
the capital and Milwaukee, Stevens Point, 


Prairie du Sac and in many other directions. 
Where even two years ago a truck was a rare 
sight, short haul freight trucks will be met al- 
most every mile of the road. Long distance 
moving vans big enough to take one's household 
furniture in a single load are found in every 
community. If we had to give up the 
vehicle or the railroads one may doubt that the 
latter would be retained as the more useful. 


We join the plea of "Good Roads" for co- 


operation from the Chamber of Commerce and 
other civic bodies. The authority of the high- 
way commission and flexibility of financial re- 
sources, should be increased. Until this is done 
there can be no such thing as a "system" of 
Wisconsin highways. They will continue to be 
"hit and miss," and the more they "miss" the 
harder Wisconsin welfare will be "hit."

Note Turkish orders to pro- 


We 
showed tbe world what we, could do 
in war. and the world knows we had 
only started when the end came. Had 
we been in the league, we'd have 
compelled France to consent to rea- 
sonable terms for Germany. We, the 
most powerful and disinterested na- 
tion, would have made for Caucasion 
solidarity. 
With Article 30 intact, 


and a world army backed by commer- 
cial boycott in the field, a dozen petty 
wars might have been avoided. 
As 


things stand, America is the world's 
backbone. ,A league of nations* with- 
out its backbone amounts to little. It 
might have cost us something to pre- 
vent this impending war. But that 
would have been but a drop in the 
bucket to what it will cost us if war 
comes in the form of Islam Chris- 
tianity, with agnostic Russia riding 
to despoil civilization. If that comes, 
watch us "beep out"—in a pig's eye.

The tariff bill is a law. Its oppon-

The president's attitude was that 


the country could not stand the four 
billion expense at this time. 
As to 


the soldier, the president felt that the 
damage he would sustain as a wage or 
salary worker would much more than 
offset what he would gain by the per- 
sonal payment to him.

Tariff and bonus bills again bring 


out what .is in President Harding's 
mind. 
He has but one idea. 
He 


aims to make the United States so 
prosperous by 1024 that a majority of 
voters will forget their opposition to 
this or that measure, and decide to 
"let well enough alone." 


With all strikes settled, with a 


bumper crop, with business men rush- 
ing to profit by the new tariff and 
taxpayers freed from tbe burden of 
the bonus, the administration looks 
lor a great business boom. Probably 
it will come. 
With a keen labor de- 


mand, wages will be good. 
People 


will have money, and spend it. Per- 
haps they will vote as the president 
expects in 1024. 
On the other band, 


the present liberal movement may be 
more fundamental and deep seated 
than those which in the past have 
subsided with tbe coming of prosper- 
ity.

PASTOR GIVES OUT 


FIRST INTERVIEW 


Mrs. Hall Denies That She Was 


Jealous of Mrs. Mills or 


Any Other Woman 


NEW BRJSTUSWiCK, 
N. J.—By 


The Associated Press.—For the first 
time since the discovery of the bodies 
of her husband and his choir, leader, 
Mrs Eleanor Heinhardt Mills, a week 
ago,' Mrs. Hall on Saturday consented 
to give an interview to representa- 
tives of the press. 


Mrs. Hall on Saturday was more 


in public view than at any time since 
the discovery of tbe bodies. 
First 


she was examined for over two hours 
by the prosecutors of Somerset and 
Middlesex counties. Then she issued 
a signed statement recounting events 
leading up to the murder and giving 
,her recollection of occurrences day 
by day from Wednesday, September 
13, until Saturday, September 16, 
when the bodies were found. 


"Did you feel jealousy 
towards 


Mrs. Mills or anybody else?" she was 
asked Saturday night. 
Her .reply 


was "No." 


"Do you have any suspicion of any- 


body who might have committed the 
murder?" was another question, to 
which sbe replied "No." 


"Did you ever hear 
any 
gossip 


about Mr. Hall 
and Mrs. Mills?" 


Again she said "No." 


Asked about the telephone 
call 


her husband answered at 7 o'clock 
on the night of. Thursday, September 
14, just before she left his home for 
the last time, she said she did not 
know who called him. 


When she was informed that Mrs. 
Jessie Jamison, one of the 
choir 


singers had said today that Mr. Hall 
brought her a bouquet of flowers at 
3 o'clock on Thursday 
afternoon, 


Mrs. 
Hall did not seem surprised, 


although in her signed statement she 
had made no mention of this. 
She 


explained that she often carried flow- 
ers to persons who were sick and 
that he probably seized a few minutes 
from his other engagements that day 
to take a bouquet to Mrs. Jamison, 
who was not feeling well. 


When Mrs. Hall was asked 
in 


effect, why she did not offer a re- 
ward for the capture of her husband's 
slayer or employ private detectives, 
she ended the ^interview by saying, 
"I have no statement to make on 
that."

Centra! Europe; and all this inter-vl boat stood. One day we discovered a

-a steady stream coming in 


the streets and swaying dizzily over 
each bnmp. 
It was noon when we reached Sauk 


City, and our truck with its strange 
load caused np little stir in that placid 
village: storekeepers 
came to the 


doors, loafers stopped whittling, the 
blacksmith missed a stroke. A num- 
ber of them came down to watch us 
unload and then we learned the rea- 
son for the excitement. 


"No, sir. youse fellows can't make 


this here river in that boat; why, she 
draw two feet of water if she draws a 
drop; they ain't two feet of water 
around here except when the power- 
house is working, and .then they ain't 
roticli more." This was rather star- 
tling; it did not sound as encouraging 
as some other things we might have 
heard, but we verified 
our 
plans 


again. Yes. the atlas called the Wis- 
consin a navigable river, and below 
the town the railroad bridge had a 
yhundred and fifty foot draw for steam 
boats. 
Something 
must be wrong 
somewhere, for all the natives seemed 
to agree that w,e would be fools to try 
the trip down. 


"1'ou see that riffle in the water, 


out there jest beyond your boat? 
Well, that's a sand bar, and before 
night she'll be two foot out of wa- 
ter. 
I tell youse ye'd better turn 


back, now, before it gits too late." 


Worse and more of it—the river 


went down as predicted, and the sand

He hart th'e 
most amusing knack of tellSn'e those 
impossible lumber^ jack tales about 
Paul Bunnion's exploits: how he tit-d 
hams to the ox's feet and skated him 
across the stove to grease it for pan- 
cakes. How Paul tried to get awny 
from the mosquitoes by crawling .m- 
•d«r a pig scalding kettle and how the 
mosquitoes drilled 
clinched their bills 


thru it and he 
as they came 


thru; finally he had trapped so many 
this way that they flew away with 
the kettles. Alone with all this. Jaek 
did know the river, and told us a 
number of things which were helpfa 
later on. 
" . 


The delay forced upon us by the 


enough for boats of any size to go 
is only a few. feet wide. Our friend 
Jack had~ explained the 
channel's 


course to us as far as the railroad 
bridge. A« we slipped under the dr*w 
we looked back at the river filling 
a bed nearly a quarter 
mile wide. 


Perched high on the 
bank was the 


town, before it the river with its wil- 
lowed islands a red sand bar, and 
then a bend in the high bluffs seem- 
ed to form an abrupt end to the river. 


The bluffs, as on most rivc-rs, are 


a mile or two from the actual bed 
of the stream, and when 
we hud 


rounded another turn, town.,' bridge, 
and ail were lost. Overhanging the 
banks were- graceful elms and lin- 
dens, no haBiration was in sight. Our 
engine's racket broke upon the wood 
noises and echoed~Jrom bank to bank. 
It was giorious—at last we were on 
onr way to the father of waters with 
the Kay Byng cutting a good pace 
and sending out a very respectable 
wake which splashed and gurgled 
as it broke on the bank. 
I held the whe>I at first, it was a 
joy to feel of the water and the vi- 
braton of the engine. My brother was 
seated in the stern. Chuck was busy 
in the locker, when I felt a slowing 
up of srjeefl, a slight dragging sound', 
and the boat refused to respond tc 
the rudder. We were in mid stream 
scraping the bottom. In a minute w- 


meander^ down the opposite 
bank. 


Th»re are some people who will veil 
you. that you will never hit a sand 
bar if lyon follow the bubWea. others 
recommend the. dark watf-r. but w'uile 
the are right some of the/time, they 
are far from infallible. Ther" is only 
one sure way'of avoiding tbft bars, 
and that is by avoiding the riffle 
that shows oo the surface of the wa- 
ter below the bar. Any river man 
will tell you that, but I have yet to 
see the one who can tell you how 
to see that riffle when you are go- 
ing down stream. That is tbf* joker 
in river navigation, "and if you over 
intend to go down any river tha£ has 
even the trace of a sand bar in it—- 
take my- advice and cirry a Foru< 
along to drag you off. you'll surely 
get stuck on it. 
On we went, one stotv mile after 


another, sometimes we pulled a hun- 
dred feet or more across a bar. some 
times we 'had to shovel a narrow 
ditch for the dragging keel, and near 
sundown found ourselves 
unable to 


roach the bank and' camped instead 
upon a fair sized sand bar that came 
above water. There was a swift cur- 
vent on one side and not a foot of 


along the propeller shaft, and that is 
how we. learned thatj launches have 
stuffing boxes which need continual 
tightening. 
Oh, we learned 
ma.ny 


tilings about motor boats before that 
month_was over, but merely an item. 
beside'what we were tft learn later. 


One of the most interesting diver- 


sions of the preparation was the pro- 
digious amount xof advice offered by 
friends. It is astonishing the amount 
of knowledge, they acquire about such 
an enterprise; the boat must have a 
top to prevent prostration before the 
southern sun; nyjsquitoeSj 
yes,

them by 
someone's concoction of kerosene and 
vinegar: do -we know about the chan- 
nel lights on the Mississippi? Well, 
we must, simply seed to so and so for 
that, book of rules. Each day brought 
in new advice, and strangers were as 
free with it as were one's fviends.

we talked the more possible the trip 
became, what boy has not promised 
himself this voyage, but when a boy.

dream, the romantic appeal while va- 
cations pass, the Mississippi is still 
to him as Mark Twain saw it from 
the pilot house before the civil war. 
Yes. the trip wns possible to us. for 
the Wisconsin river wa? only twenty 
miles away. We conld ship a boat by 
truck to Sauk City, and then descend 


the even- 


ing while we worked on the Kay 
Byng. 
Occasionally he \vould fish, 


but more often he contemplated us 
from his perch on, the piling. We tried 
to draw him out once or twice, but he 
only smiled rather uneasily, and it 
was not until a day or two before we 
left that he explained the phenomena 
phenomenon of three hundred pound 
catfish caught, regularly in the Mis- 
sissippi. 
Isn't that the way? You 


build'up a little .idea, a totem of good 
luck, and then it topples over by at- 
tempting to put it across an impossi- 
ble fish story. 
Shortly after the middle of August 


we were ready to-loatj the Kay Byng 
and take her on her first step of the 
journey to the Gulf. 
We command- 


eered a large six-wheeled truck, back- 
ed it into the water /until we could 
float the boat upon It, hauled it out 
with another truck, 
and 
then sat 


perched on the decks, riding through 


oar came up for air. -while someone 
aegan to tell us about the man who 
got as far as $auk City the summer 
before and abandoned his boat there 
because of low water ; and the river 
got worse further down: on-' the flats 
there would'nt be water enough to 
float a minnow; we could never make

My/ younger brother, whom we had 


taken along for a short vacation bf- 
for school started, was much depres- 
sed'. His vacation threatened to end 
before it began. After a time, only 
one of our admirers remained to keep 
us company, and he was an interest- 
ing character, red-faced,' rather shab- 
by and, after we knew him better, 
quite jovial. His eyes surveyed us 
with, a peculiar intelligence. At first 
he merely answered our queries gruf- 
fly and waddled away with the bus- 
inf-ss-like gait of a woodchuck. but 
when he re'turned he bj-ought us a 
small boxful of plums. 


To add to our worries, 
the 
gas 
tank sprang aleak,, wfiich required 
tearing up the deck to pemed-y, and 
if I were to say that we- were a dis- 
consolate trio, it would be speaking 
too mildly. We were seated on \vhnt 
appeared to be a concrete sidewalk, 
but which proved to bf> one of Sauk 
City's sewers. 
When our red-faced acquaintance 


came back I had the feeling that I 
had seen him before. He might have 
bf-cn the giant brother to one of the 
dwarfs who escorted Rin Van Win- 
kle up the Catskills; that narrow 


leak in the gas tank placed our start 
a day later than we planned-, bnt as 
we were getting ready to pull out upon 
the high water the next morning, a 
strangpr came down to the bank. He 
was Homer Drake, manager for Fritz 
L,ieber. the Shakespearian actor. -It 
was he who had tried to descend the 
river last summer. - Altho 
his boat 


drew more -water than ours, he in- 
tended trying again to reach the Mis- 
sissippi. After some mutual encour- 
'n cement we parted; he intended to 
follow a day" later. Since that day 
we have not seen him, and we have 
often wondered upon which sandbar 
he has been cdmpelled to camp. 


On Tuesday morning we left. The 


water reached its high stage about 
ten-thirty and we cranked old Maude. 
thc< engine. First Chuck cranked it. 
then I did. and thus we alternated 
until a final coax started her, and 
we nutted our way into mid-stream. 
Out over the brown stained water of 
Old Wisconsin. out»among the sand 
bars that rise scarcely above surface 
tawny and wet. For the novice there 
is a thrill the river men never know. 
Moreover we were -on a river called 
impassable by those who lived" along 
its shores; we had h'ad little exper- 
ience and yet were about to try down 
strc-am. Fools the town- people called 
us, and I .suess we were, bnt we were 
happy fools. 
Although the bed of the river at 


Sauk City is very wide, and mean- 
ders among numerous 
islands the- 
channel where the water is deep 


exhaust clattered; 
and a prodigious 
had stopped, the 
the screw raced. 
spray was kicked high into the air. 
We had struck our first submerged 
sand bar. We sounded the bottom— 
fourteen inches 
of rushing water. 
This was a dilemma. How did one 
get off sand bars? We jumped out 
into the water and the release from 
our weight almost floated the boat. 
We stopped the engine 
for. fear of 
overheating it and walked along while 
ths current with some help from us 
carried the boat down stream. The 
bottom seemed to suddenly drop out 
of the river and we scrambled abroad 
to find ourselves drifting along over 
water that was too deep for us to 
touch bottom with thfi oar. 


I looked at Chnok.' Chuck looked 
at me. my brother looked at both 
of us. and TVS sicrhed with relief. We 
thought that we were about through 
with sand bars. But this deep water 
is only a trick of the Wisconsin. It 
lasted for less than 
a half a mile, 


whf-n Suddenly the channel dwindled 
away and the water spread out. to 
gurgle over another sand bar that 
stretched across' the river. We stop- 
ped again to tug and push until we 
were once more in deep -water. 


We began to study the twisting" 


stream which rolls the sand along at 
a really remarkable pace, pflincr it up 
one day and tearing down the next. 
It will cltian out a eep even channel 
and then with out any reason or on- 
cern takf-s a headlong plunge at right 
angles to its- original . course 
and 


water 
the 
were clad to land and have an op- . 
portunity to prepare wipper. We wf-re 
soon seated around a drift wood fire 
while'the aroma 
of boiling coffee 


whetted our already keen appetites. 


There are people who go on oeacu 


parties, there are people who lovft to 
cat among sand dunes, and I nai» 
heard of people who even enjoy WM- 
ner roasts on sand bars—I 'can t un- 
derstand it. I wonder if any one has 
eaten in the sand twice, 
unless he 


had to Tbe^ never 
say 
anything 


about the sand that penetrates tlie 
food and gives you tnose sharp elec- 
tric thrills shooting about in your 
teeth. But we were too hungry to 
care much.and were soon 
peaceably 


smoking around the fire. 
Gradually, very gradually thA saml 


grew moist, and then still more moist. 
We hurried to the edge -of the bar. 


.the water had 
we

risen 
six-inches 


landed: 
another 


six would not leave much of the bar 
above water. Was this the natural 
course of the river, was- it changing 
Us channel, or had an upstate flood:

tension of water plants, expansion of sewerage systems,

a tremendous era of neiy-road building, home build- 


ing and other improvements. 
This will cause a great demand for carpent- 


ers, masons, plasterers and common labor of all kinds.

HEALTH RULES AS PREVENTIVE 


"Help Keep Other People's Chil- 
dren Well, to Keep Own Well" 


A warning to parents to pay partic- 


ular attention to any sickness that 
might occur among th^ir children and 
to call a doctor at once, is being sent 
out by Mary Regan, county nurse, 
following the discovery of two cases 
of scarlet fever in the county, south of 
the city. 


The county health authorities have 


started active work to prevent an epi- 
demic of scarlet fever. 
Examination 


of pupols attending the school in the 
vicinity of the two cases will be made 
on Monday. 


Quotes Health Board Rules 


Regarding school attendance the 
.county curse on Saturday quoted the 
rule? of the state board of health laws 
of the state. 
"Well children." the 


etatje board of health rules state, "re- 
maining in an infected home may re- 
turn to school ten clays after the lift- 
ing of quarantine. 
W.ell children re- 


moved from an intfecterl home, after 
disinfection 
and 
isolation for ten 


days, if free from signs or symptoms 
of-scarlet fever, may return to school. 
Residence must be taken up else- 
where than in the infected borne. 


"Children convalescent from scar- 


let fever cannot, attend school until 
at least six weeks have elapsed from 
the beginning of the disease. Adults 
may be released from an infected 
home after disinfection of their per- 
son and clothing. 
Residence must 


be taken up elsewhere than at home 
under quarantine." 


Miss Regan also calls attention of 


tie public to the pamphlet on scarlet 
fever, distributed by the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance company, which she 
Kays is a carefully and intelligenHy 
prepared summary and urges that the 
rules laid down in it be followed by 
parents. 
The pamphlet follows: 


"Scarlet fever is a very contagions 


disease. 
It is easy tn o.atrh. but not 


KO easy to cure. No child has to have 
it. 
Because one child has it. is no 


reason why other children 
should 


have it. 
Do not let the well children 


bf> near the sick child. 
Grown peo- 


ple may get it too. In most cases a 
person wti/> has once had it does not 
get. it again. 


"A child suddenly feels tired, rest- 


less and out of sorts. ITsually there is 
a chill, vomiting or convulsions. The 
child has high fever. His skin is very 
dry and hot. 
His tongue is furred, 


and under this white covering it is 
red and swollen. Frequently be com- 
plains of sore throat. 
In ordinary 


cases these early signs are followed in 
a day or two by a rash. 
Little red 


points, close together, appear first on 
the neck and chest and soon the rash 
is over most of the body and very 
brilliant in color. 


"If'you find these signs, keep your 
child away from other people an'd call 
the doctor at once. These rules must 
be followed: 1: Put the child in a 
room by itself. 2: A loose gown or ki- 
mona should be put on when entering 
the sick room. This should be taken 
off when leaving. 
The hair should 


•be covered by a cloth or cap. Hands 
and face should be washed with soap 
and water after caring for the pa- 
tient. 3: Collect all the saliva and 
discharges from the patient's month, 
nose, throat and ears into pieces of 
old linen, cotton, gauze-or paper. Then 
burn them, as they may spread the 


i disease. 4: 
The patient must have 


I his own dishes, spoons, knives and 
forks. These dishes must be steriliz- 
ed by washing in scalding water. All 
clothing worn by him must be disin- 
fected. 
Ask your doctor bow to do 


this. They must not be washed with 
things used by other members of the 
family. 
"You must take these precautions 


even in mild cases. These mild cases 
are sometimes overlooked and spread 
scarlet fever to others who may get it 
very severely.

such as was witnessed in the down- 
fall of'the Roman Empire, thp French 
Revolution, or The World War andj 
in such an hour what potency would i 
there be in law? What e-ffectiveness 
in social customs? How much influ- i 
eiice would, literature 
have? 
The 


wealth of our nation stored in our 
national treasury, instead of being i 
able- to shoulder a Run and march o j 
the front, demand* the strength of| 
our manhood to protect and defend 
it. You recall men on guard patrol- 
ling certain streets, 
and 
munition 


plants and bridges. 
"Upon what then shall we de- 


pend in such 'a time? A most diffi- 


cnlt question to an»wer at first sljrtit. 
Not s«. it ia very easy. We .must de- 


upon such men and women as 


can bf- found. Wbat kind of men and 
women then do our times demand. 
The same kind that all time has de: 
mandf-d in every crisis hour. In other 
•words, good men and women, and 
there is nothing that can take their 
place. The bulwark of our land is our 
manhood. ' 


"The need of our times is not for 


a few distinguished men. we nc-ed a 
thorough leavening of the whole mass 
of the people. When Rome fell ehr- 
had' no lack of great men. There was 
Cato of Utica. Cicero. Brutus and 
many besides. Did the central power 
ever claim so many great men as in 
the recent crisis? What she needed 
was a lather. The Roman populace 


wag debased. b*nce Rome's liberties 
were destroyed. All the great meii 
of all ages could not hare saved her. 
The truly patriotic 
thing 
for the 


American Republic to do. is so to ia. 
struct, so to enlighten, so to enno- 
ble the great mass of citizens that 
great men in the ordinary sense shall 
be unnecessary. The supreme need of 
our time is character, that Is wealth 
of soul. Character 
outweighs, out 
reaches and out lasts the world, ido- 
lize the real, and you will realize the 
ideal."
